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Response to Amendment 

This action is in response to the request fro re-consideration filed on 10/4/2004. 

As per applicant's request claims 1-12 have been amended and new claims 13-20 have been 

entered. 

As per applicant's request claims 1-20 have been considered but they are not persuasive. 
Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 USC 102 (e) as being unpatentable over Claussen et al 
USPN 6,718,516. 
Applicant agues, 

I) "Accessing a custom tag library and the custom tag library includes one or more than tags 
designating an XPath operation" as to claims 1, 3 and 5. 

II) "Determining a target data on which a determined action is to be performed by parsing an 
instructions to obtain XPath operation including target data" as to claim 6. 

III) "Custom tag to facilitate accessing contents of a document object model by permitting use 
XPath operation to access data" as to claims 7 and 8. 

IV) "A tag handler that parses a custom tag includes in instructions and evaluates an XPath 
operation" as to claims 1 1 and 12. 

V) Cited reference does not disclose "anything regarding XPath operation or XPath syntax". 
In response to applicant's arguments, 

I) It was noted that cited reference teaches accessing custom tag library and its operation as 
depicted in figure 4 and also discloses path operation to get to the particular node in the three 
either right or left node. Cited reference does not use the word "XPath" in particular but as 
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applicant has cited in his specification page 6 that XPath is XML path which provides syntax for 
specifying and selecting parts on an XML document. Therefore it is interpreted cited reference 
has taught and particularly cited on column 5 5 lines 45-67 "identifying tags name spaces and 
listing...") and column 6, lines 1-67. Thus, limitations are met by the references. 

II) It was also noted by the reference that determining a target data on which a determined action 
is to be performed by parsing an instructions to obtain XPath operation including target data as 
represented in figure 3 column 5, lines 10-22, "if the outcome of the test. . . complete the 
preprocessing routine". Therefore, examiner interprets that reference has disclosed parsing 
instructions and had obtained path (XPath) for XML. Therefore, limitations are met by the 
reference. 

III) Cited reference also disclosed custom tag to facilitate accessing contents of a document 
object model by permitting use of XPath operation to access data. See figures 4-8 and summary 
of the invention also. Thus, limitations are met by the reference. 

IV) It was also disclosed by the reference tag handler that parses a custom tag includes in 
instructions and evaluates an XPath operation. See figures 5-8 and column 7 lines 26-67. 
Therefore, limitations are met by the reference. 

V) As it has been addressed above that reference does not explicitly cites XPath wording but 
teaches XML path which provides syntax for specifying and selecting parts on an XML 
document. As it is can be seen on column 19-20 and its functionality. Therefore, limitations are 
met by the reference. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent.

USPN 6,718,516. 
Claussen et al teaches, 
Regarding claims 13-20 

Rejection of claim 1 is incorporated and further claims 13-20 cites limitations are cited in 
rejected claims therefore claims 13-20 are rejected.
